Regular Meeting 
Of Supervisors 

Incorporation of the community of 
San Curios Into a municipality was 
today officially requested of the board 
of supervisors In a petition filed by 
Attorney Stedenne of Redwood City on 
behalf of the voters of San Carlos at 
the regular meeting of the board of 
supervisors at Kedwo'od City on Mont 
day. 

The petition filed with the board 
declared that San Carlos as an Incor¬ 
porated municipality would have a 
population of 655 people. The land 
asked in the Incorporation papers 
covers practically the same territory 
that now makes up the unincorpor¬ 
ated community. 

CoriKtrntlun Protests 
Representatives of the Spring Val¬ 
ley Water company appearing at the 
meeting protested against the Inclu-1 
Sion of 44 acres of land owned by that I 
corporation within the corporate lim- I 
its of the proposed municipality. | 
Those representing the San Carlos j 
boosters agreed that the 44 acres be : 
excluded from the proposed city. • 
Then .Mayor Henry A. Heeger of 
Rodw(.'od City addressed the supervis- , 
ors and said that on behalf of Red- : 
wood City he would enter a protest 
against the inclusion of the White 
Oaks tract, a new subdivision, in San 
Carlos. ‘ 

Mayor Speaks 

"Whlt(‘ Oaks tract Is one of the 
natural fields of expansion fc.r Red¬ 
wood City.” said Mayor Heeger. "and 
while we of the county seat are glod 
to find that our neighbors are prog¬ 
ressing so splendidly, we feel that It' 
Is up to us to protect what we be¬ 
lieve t(.' be our best Interests. 

"Consequently, we must file a pro¬ 
test against the inclusion of White 
Oaks tract In the propdsed municipal¬ 
ity on the groutids that it prevens 
Redwood City’s own opportunity for 
develoimient and exiianslon. 

Incorporalioii Sissled 
Speaking on behalf of the petition¬ 
ers. Attorney Stedenne declared that 
the need of incorporation of the town 
of San Carlos is Imiteraive and that 
the residents and taxpayers are In 
dire need of Improvements that can 
be offered only by Incorporated mun¬ 
icipality. 

He urgeil Immediate action by the 
board of supervisors on the petition 
which he presented. The attorney's 
remarks were greeted with a round of 
cheers from a group of San Carlos 
boosters who attended the meeting of 
the supervisors.

Big Loss to I 
Coast Farms 

Half Moon Bay, May 14.—The wind 
and rain storm which raged up and 
down the coastsiile of .San Mateo 
county throughout la.st week did seri¬ 
ous damage to the hay, grain and 
green pea crops, according to word 
reaching Half Moon Bay today. 

The grain and hay had reached a 
stage of growth where it was nearly 
ready to be harvested and today thou¬ 
sands of acres of land devoted to 
the.se products are but fields of sogging 
gra.ss. It will be almost impossible; 
lo harvest the hay and grain at a 
profit and it is .said that in many ca.ses 
the fields which were counted on to 
supply farmers with their profit will 
be converted into pastures for the re¬ 
mainder of the year. 

The green pea crop, which was just, 
beginning to loom up as a banner one 
for the coast side, is also reported as 
having been .seriously damaged by the 
rain and wind. The pods, which were 
already formed, were soaked and un¬ 
less warm weather follows clissely on 
the storm, the dampened crops will 
rot. laist year the green pea crop 
suffered .seriously from lack of rain. ' 
The damage to the green i)ea.s will 
vary in the different .sections, depend¬ 
ing upon the growth of the crops. 
Generally, the loss to the green pea 
crop is estimated at ‘J5 per cent or 
more of its total value.

GOLD AND SILVER TROWELS 

Implements Used at Cornerstone Lay¬ 
ing and in Turning First Sods 
Hoarded as Souvenirs. 

New York.—What becomes of gold 
trowels after use at cornerstone lay¬ 
ings, or of silver picks and shovels 
after being used to break ground for 
some new fane or public work? These 
commemorative tools almost Invariably 
end up in the archives or strong rooms 
■of the Institutions concerned, where 
they are carefully preserved, say man¬ 
ufacturing Jewelers In answer to ques¬ 
tions arising since Mayor Hylan re¬ 
cently used silver to turn the first 
earth for a new subway division. 

Jewelers say these implements de 
luxe could scarcely be thrown aside 
or melted up again, their material and 
artistic, as well as sentimental value, 
being too high. 

A gold trowel, for all It has but a 
few brief moments of actual use, costs 
as much as $I,riOO, according to the 
price lists. Silver trowels command 
4150; silver-plated. $50. A pick or 
shovel fashioned out of solid sliver 
would stand any committee on opening 
day arrangements a good $800; even , 
a plated tool costs $150. 

Though the metal Itself might be re¬ 
claimed, Jewelers say, not so the art 
work the best of these souvenirs rep¬ 
resent. The chased work and engrav¬ 
ing. the latter giving names of dig¬ 
nitaries and an Inscription of the 
event, reveal workmanship of a high 
order and would make them prized 
among collectors. 

As proof of sentimental worth. Jew¬ 
elers report that gold trowels used at 
laying of cornerstones of churches are I 
usually placed afterward with the old j 
communion seta. Sometimes, In cases 
of establishments which outgrow a ! 
first expansion and have occasion to j 
solemnize a second cornerstone, the ' 
first trowel Is used again to relnvoke ! 
tlie blessing It seemed to have be¬ 
stowed originally.

REPORTS REVENUE 


The South San Francisco Water 
company, operating in South San 
Francisco’, reports to the railroad com¬ 
mission its 1924 operating revenue at 
$69,936.02, as compared with $64,- 
552.79 for 1923. The operating ex¬ 
penses, excluding taxes for 1924, are 
reported at $58,223.69, and at $54,- 
152.59 for 1923, leaving net operating 
revenue of $11,712.33 for 1924, and 
$10,400.20 for 1923. During 1924 
taxes charged to operatic® amounted 
to $2,213.18 and for 1923 to $1,176.21. 
Deducting the taxes leaves operating 
income of $8,499.15 for 1924, and $9,- 
223.99 for 1923. Adding to the op¬ 
erating income, the non-c'perating in¬ 
come of the company results in a 
gross corporate income (which rep¬ 
resents the amount available for in¬ 
terest, amortization of debt discount, 
other fived charges, non-operating 
expenses, dividends and surplus) of 
$8,525.55 for 1924, and $9,325.86 for 
1923.

,Slate Automobile Association Ask 

Governor to Sign Bay Shore High¬ 
way Bill. 

E.stablishment of the Bay Shore 
highway a.s a part of the California 
highway system and the addition of 
nine mi.ssing links which had been om¬ 
itted in previous legislation is advo¬ 
cated in a communication forwarded 
to Governor Richardson by the Cali¬ 
fornia State Automobile A.ssociation, 
urging him to sign Senate Bill No. 605. 

This bill, which was introduced by 
.Senator Arthur H. Breed, chairman of 
the association’s legislative committee, 
provides for the inclusion in the state 
highway system of nine sections of 
road neede<l to complete gaps in the 
sy.stem and would also establi.sh as a 
part of the system the Hay Shore 
highway, thereby giving San Franci.sco 
an adef|Uate connection with the state 
highway system to the south and 
relieving the intolerable conge.stion 
which now exi.sts on the Penin.sula 
highway south of San Francisco. 

In a statement forwarded Governor 
Richardson this week, D. V. Nicholson, 
assistant secretary and legi.slative rep¬ 
resentative of the Automobile As.so- 
ciation said; 

“We endorse thi.s- bill bccau.se the 
nine missing links ware selected with 
care to include only those pieces of 
road actually essential to complete 
gaps in the state system. 

“The .San Quentin-San Rafael road 
is necessary to afford a connection by 
way of the Richmond ferry from the 
Fast Bay communities to the Redwood 
highway. 

“The .section from Crescent City to 
the Oregon line is essential to com¬ 
plete the Redwood highway anti con¬ 
nect it with the famou.s Roosevelt 
highway being built up the coa.st of 
Oregon, 

“The section from Alturas to the 
Oregon line at New Pine Creek ex¬ 
tends the .state system to meet the 
state highway system of Oregon at 
that point and completes an important 
line of travel to southern Idaho and 
the Yellowstone Park. 

“The Bakersfield-Mojave section we 
regard as especially important to all 
of Central and Northern California, 
since it will complete a continuous 
state highway route from this part of 
the .state tapping the important all- 
year tran.scontinental route entering 
(’alifornia by way of Needle.s. It will 
l)rovide Northern and Central Califor¬ 
nia with a direct all-state highway 
route to the Grand Canyon. 

The other mi.ssing links in the 
Southern California territory are al.so 
regarded as essential to complete 
missing .sections of the present system 
and to correct oversights in previous 
legi.slative descriptions. 

“The Bay Shore highway is the most 
important of all of the additions, arnl 
without it, the state highway system 


would remain in a crippled and con¬ 
gested condition in San Francisco and 
vicinity. This road has won the hearty 
endorsement of organizations in all 
sections of Northern and Central Cali¬ 
fornia and its addition to the system 
will serve a densely populated area. 

We, therefore, respectfully urge 
that you sign this bill which is essen¬ 
tial to the completion of our state 
highway system.”

Officer Helmuth Bruhns of Burlin¬ 
game. who was passing by at the time, 
and a driver for the Pioneer Express 
company saw the car and with the aid 
of other passing motorists righted it 
and extracted the driver. 

Casazza was given first aid treat¬ 
ment for drowning by Bruhns and 
then rushed to the South San Fran¬ 
cisco Hospital, where it was found 
he was suffering from Internal in¬ 
juries. 

f’onstables Wallace and Brachunl 
talked with the man after first aid 
had been rendered and he apparently 
was recovering from the accident, but 
suddenly about 1:30 yesterday morn¬ 
ing, he took a turn for the worst and 
died. The unfortunate man was 37 
years old and unmarried.

STEEL CONTRACT FOR 
DUMBARTON COMPLETED 


Arrangements are being made by 
the .Moore Drydock company to trans¬ 
port steel for the Dumbarton bridge 
across San Francisco bay to the 
bridge site. The contract for the 
steel has been completed, according to 
Joe .Moore, president of the company. 

The entire steel c:cyntract totaled 400 
tons. .Moore said. There will be 
eleven spans in the bridge, each 235 
feet long. The steel for each spun 
weighs thirty-five tons and will be 
transported to the bridge site on 
barges 125 feet long.
